Improved U.S. moisture 
conditions suggest another 
large feed-grain crop, 
according to the U.S.

The report said while

pects abroad, particularly in 
western Europe, might 
cause declining U.S. ex¬ 
ports and mean there will be 
another buildup in feed 
grain stacks. 

USD A says this could 
suggest farm prices might 
average well below the 
$2.26 per bushel estimated 
for 1978-77, Under gener¬ 
ally favorable conditions,

USDA said domestic 
feeding in 1977-78 would 
likely increase by 6%, but 
good crops abroad would 
push U.S. export volume 
down by as much as 20%. 
Feed grain stocks would 
increase 27 million short 


tons and prices would 
decline. 

However, under poor 
weather conditions, form 
prices would be higher than 
in 1976-77 and domestic 
feeding would decline a 
little with exports remain¬ 
ing high and farm prices for 
corn at 26-60 cents above 
the $2.26 per bushel 
estimate for 1976-77. 
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Repeating April supply- 
demand estimates. USDA 
- suid fanners expect to plant 
130 million acres of 
feedgroin crops, with corn 
plantings of almost 84 
million acres. 

USDA said again farmers 
will seed over 10% more 
acreage to soybeans tills 
year and nearly a fifth more 
area to cotton. USDA said if 
weather is favorable for 
growing these crops the 
tight supplies in the protein 
feed complex will ease next 
season. Early chances tend 
to favor larger 1977 crops of 
soybeons and cotton, which 
would result in a significant 
price decline in protein feed 
by late summer.

"Where do we go from 
hero?” That was the in¬ 
evitable question asked by 
Martin Jorgensen Jr,, re¬ 
elected president, of the 
Beef Improvement Federa¬ 
tion at BIP’s annual meet¬ 
ing in Bozeman, Mont. 

Jorgensen, introduced as 
one of the men who ad¬ 
vocated performance test¬ 
ing over 20 years ago, dis¬ 
cussed with the almost 300 
producers attending the BIF 
banquet some of the un¬ 
pleasant eventualities al¬ 
most certain to be met by 
breeders in the very near 
future. 

But Jorgensen said, 
"These hardships lead to 
solutions—they make you 
work harder. BIF has some 
problems ahead of it that 
we’ll luivu to deal with." He 
quoted an article printed in 
n May 1977 broed publica¬ 
tion stuling, 1 ‘The showring 


will dictate the future of the 
livestock industry." Jor¬ 
gensen countered. "To¬ 
night’s BIF award winners 
can disprove this statement. 
It s a gross inaccuracy. 
Some people don't learn 
from their mistakes." 

Jorgensen asked produ¬ 
cers to be more aggressive. 
"Take the lead in the 


breeding cattle perfor¬ 
mance movement — the 
building machine. It does 
very little good to keep this 
information to yourself. 
Performance testing is 
worth selling." 

He also asked tho mem¬ 
bership to work on getting 
more funding for university 
studios, studies that have 


made it possible to select 
the right kind of cattle. "In¬ 
flation has made many of 
these studies inactive. Be¬ 
cause of these studies we 
are raising beef more eco¬ 
nomically. The loss of 
funding would be a great 
disaster to our industry."

Ralston Purina to buy 
Stratford of Texas, Inc. 


Currently sagging cattle 
prices cannot be blamed on 
excessive cattle numbers, 
according to Leon Miller, 
Eagle Pass, Texas, chair¬ 
man of the Feeder Advisory 
Council of the American 
National Cattlemen's Assn. 

Miller said he thinks 
feeders are doing an excel¬ 
lent job of marketing cattle. 
Total feedlot numbers are 
down from those of h year 
ago. and potential beef 
supplies are even lower 
because of the high percen¬ 
tage of heifers in the feed- 
lots. Marketings, he said, 
continue to exceed place¬ 
ments, indicating excellent 
cattle movement. 


Miller said, "The decline 
in cattle prices while feedlot 
numbers decrease is even 
harder to understand when 
we see hog slaughter at 
levels 16% over last year 
and hog prices increasing 
13% in the last four 
weeks." 

He said he thinks neither 
current cattle prices nor hog 
prices make economic 
sense. 

If the beef industry 
continues to move cattle 
through the feeding process 
in an orderly fashion, he 
said, a normal supply- 
demand relationship soon 
will justify higher cattle 
prices.

Ralston Purina Co., has 
announced it will purchase 
the Bgricullurul assets of 
Stratford of Texas, Inc,, 
now operating under Chap¬ 
ter 1J of the Federal 
Bankruptcy Act. Ralston 
will pay million in cash, 
and noil-negotiable non-in¬ 
terest bearing 10-year 
promissory notes worth 
about $12 million, subject to 
adjustment. 

The sale must be con¬ 
cluded by Stratford stock¬ 
holders ut the Aug. 8 annual 
meeting, mid is subject to 
no major changes in Straf¬ 
ford’s financial situation 
(luring that time and confir¬ 
mation of a court consolida¬ 
tion plan for Stratford by 
June G. 

Stratford filed the consol¬ 


idation plan including the 
Ralston sale with the court 
on May 3. The Ralston notes 
would be distributed to two 
of Stratford's major credi¬ 
tors, while about S26 mil¬ 
lion of the cash would go 
toward paying secured 
creditors, and claims and 
costs of administration. An 
additional $7.2 million of 
the cash would go to unse¬ 
cured creditors. 

Under the plan, Stratford 
will pay in full claims under 
$1000; 36 cents for each $1 
of debt held by cattle inves¬ 
tors, and about 68 cents per 
$1 of debt by other general, 
unsecured creditors. 

Stratford also plans to ask 
its stockholders for n com¬ 
plete liquidation of the 
company.
